IHeakirt at the moment of dotection
was possessed of large sums, and, but for this
slip, it is maid, his ambitious hopes might
have been entirely realized. The case is a
#ad and instructive one. Had the culprit put
forth the same skill and energy of purposein
the honest pursuit of his voeation, the ball
would certainly in no long time have been at
his feet. As it is, his hopes are blighted for-
ever, and his miserable career furnishea
another memorsble example of the foolish-
ness of striving to accomplish good ends by
wicked means,

“THE KEYSTONE STATE”
Frowm the N, ¥, World,

It seems that a controversy has sprang up
in regard to the origin of this designation as |
applied to the Btate of Pennaylvania. In
May last a gentlemsn in Pennsylvania, Mer,
8. Haydon, published a communication iu the
Athens (Jleaner, in which he assigned the
origin of this phrase to the facts that at the
close of the last century, while the publie
buildings were in progress in Washington, a
part of the stonematerial that was not needed
or was rejected was used to build a bridge
over ‘‘Rock Creek,” between Washington |
and Georgetown; that this bridge had an arch
uomposedg of thirtcen stonss, on the face of
each of which the arclitect cansed the name
of ipitial of one of the thirteen States of the
Union to be "carved; that as he commenced
in the usual order in which the States were
always recited, according to their geo-

raphical positione, the name of Pennsylvania

ppened to be L&.M on the keystone, or
middle stone, of arch. Hence sprang a
{)opuhr habit in that locality of speaking of |

’ennsylvania as “‘the Keystone Btate,” ﬁ'hil |

Kingdom, nor were the Fenian conspirators
supported by any constituted body or by any
respectable section of the commuunity.

Their right to secede was acknowledged by
nearly all American statesmen and jurists,
and it was scarcely disputed by the President
himself.
